T h e N a tio n a l B a n k in g S ystem . 
W ashington, 
November 
28th.—Hon. 
W m . L. Trenholm , Comptroller of the 
Currency, concludes his annual report to 
Congress with rem arks on the subject of 
the national banking system. The present 
financial prosperity of the country induces 
the expectance that the funded debt will be 
paid otr as fast as bonds mature, and in 
consequence the question has arisen as to 
what changes should be made in the na­ 
tional bank system, in order that it shall 
not suffer deterioration or destruction upon 
the withdrawal of the support upon which 
it is based by the present laws, which re­ 
quire every bank, before beginning busi­ 
ness, to deposit a certain am ount in United 
States bonds. The paym ent of 3 per cent, 
bonds m aturing in 1891, of 4) per cent, 
bonds aggregating $250,000,000, and in 1907 
of 4 per cent, bonds am ounting to nearly 
$738,000.000, have combined to produce a 
prospective scarcity in the securities avail­ 
able to the banks as the basis for their cor­ 
porate existence, and this is expected to 
advance 
these 
bonds to a 
premium 
so 
high 
that 
every 
day 
their en­ 
forced 
purchase 
becomes 
more 
and 
more enormous. 
The banks are now 
holding 3 per cent, bonds, and newly- 
organized national banking associations 
are forced into m arket as purchasers of 
the 4 per cent, or the 4t per cent, bonds, 
and this constant demand, in connection 
with the prospective scarcity already re- 
terred to, operates still further to elevate 
the prem ium of these bonds. As the time 
approaches for the paym ent of the 41 per 
cent, bonds, it is reasonable to expect a 
still greater demand for 4 per cents, and it 
is a question of serious importance whether 
the banks can afford to hold or to buy 4 
per oent. bonds after 1891. In the present 
age all business men try to anticipate full 
conditions, and to provide well in advance 
against unforeseen emergencies; and hence 
it is to be expected that the banks will not 
wait until the approach of 1891 to shape 
their policy with reference to continued 
holding of high-priced bonds. 
For this 
reason it is not too early now to consider 
w hat legislation will be proper to remove 
this element of future uncertainty from the 
National Banking system. 
“A P u re B a llo t an d P r o te c tio n ,’’ 
New Y ork, November 28th.—Congress­ 
m an W illiam McKinley, of Ohio, an elo­ 
quent advocate of protection, said to a Mail 
and Express reporter to-day that he felt 
very certain as to _Republican success in 
the National election two years hence, but 
avoided nam ing any candidates. 
“ W hat will be the issue in 18S8?” asked 
the reporter. 
“ It will be ‘ a pure ballot and protection 
for American labor and industry.’ 
The 
colored people in the South will soon be in 
conflict with our labor, unless they are 
permitted the freedom of the ballot-box. 
They cannot possibly have any remedy 
unless they arc permitted to vote at home. 
They give the South increased representa­ 
tion, and it is a shame that they are de­ 
prived of the greatest privilege of American 
citizens, the right to vote. 
It m ust be 
remedied, and the only remedy I see for 
the evil is to make a strong fight at the 
ballot-box, and let the Republican party 
once more be the cham pion of the op­ 
pressed. It is not ‘ waving the bloody 
shirt,’ but a genuine cry for justice to a 
class of citizens who have been granted 
certain rights by the Constitution. The 
Democrats will put it off as longas possible 
and raise the dismal howl of ' the bloody 
shirt,’ but all the same they m ust meet 
that issue in 1888.” 
“ H at the Republican party lost any 
ground during the last two years?’’ 
“ I think it gained everywhere. The late 
elections certainly indicate a renewed vital­ 
ity of the party. The most confirmed po­ 
litical pessimist can see nothing in the late 
elecuons to discourage her hopes of success 
in 1888. The people are aroused on the 
tariff question, and do not intend to have 
the same condition of distress prevailing 
here as in the free trade countries of E u­ 
rope. The Democratic party has not in­ 
spired the country witn confidence, and 
manufacturing industries everywhere be­ 
come paralyzed when the regular tariff bill 
is brought up. The Republican party in 
power again will restore confidence, and 
the industries of the country will be devel­ 
oped and pushed forward with energy.” 
T h e C oin in g L abor C onvention. 
N ew 
York, November 
28th.—P. 
J. 
Maguire, Secretary of the Brotherhood of 
American Carpenters and Joiners, is in 
this city to confer with the heads of Union 
organizations about the Columbus Conven­ 
tion, which takes place iu December. Mr. 
Maguire said 
yesterday to a reporter; 
“ The Columbns Convention will he an im 
portant oue to the Trades Unions of this 
country. As to just what action will be 
taken in regard to the relations between 
the Knights of Labor and Trades Unions 1 
am not in a position to express an opinion. 
I will be better able to m ake some positive 
statem ent after I see Mr. Powderlv on 
Monday. The Convention will be largely 
attended. 
From 
present 
indications I 
should say there will be representatives of 
at least 400,000 Trades Unionists, perhaps 
more, as the Federation of Trades will 
meet at the same time, and the two organi­ 
zations will be merged. There is no doubt 
that other interests than those named in 
the call will lie considered. 
I am in favor 
of a policy of accord between the Knights 
and Unions, provided it can be secured on 
term s which are right and honorable.” 


C olon el lIoH by. 
N ew York, November 2 8 th —Colonel 
Mosby, now here, says he has made his 
home in San Francisco and will return 
there. 
Mosby has in his possession the last 
letter written by General Grant. 
It was 
dictated the day before Grant died, and 
was addressed to Senator Stanford, asking 
his influence to secure Mosby a position in 
California which would Help him to enter 
on the practice of law. This letter was the 
means of obtaining an appointm ent as 
counsel for the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company, which Mosby still holds. Gen­ 
eral Grant had a very strong attachm ent 
for Colonel Mosby, which was fully recip­ 
rocated by the latter. 


T h e S e n a to r / 4 D ea d G on e.” 
W ashing to n, November 28th.—Senator 
Jones, of Florida, is still in Detroit. 
He is 
reported as wandering around aimlessly, as 
with no special object in view. H is friends 
have done all in their power to persuade 
him to return to W ashington, but without 
any apparent effect. H is son has made 
several visits to Detroit recently for the 
purpose of m aking an effort to induce his 
father to return to W ashington and take 
his seat in the Senate on the 4th of Decem­ 
ber, but he, too, failed to m ake any im ­ 
pression upon the m ind of his eccentric 
sire. The suggestion of cutting off the 
Senator’s pay is being discussed, for the 
purpose, it is said, of forcing him to return 
when Congress assembles, and perform the 
duties for which he was elected. 
A formal 
complaint may, therefore, be made, charg­ 
ing that the Florida Senator is absent and 
not entitled to compensation as a Senator. 
There is a law which has never been en­ 
forced which will fit his case. Jones’ term 
expires in M arch next. 


W ill T h ey B e P u n ish ed ’ 
New Y o rk, November 28th.—A gentle­ 
m an connected with the Panam a Railway, 
who 
has 
recently 
returned from the 
Isthm us, called at the World office yester­ 
day and furnished a statem ent which shows 
that for some tim e past certain persons in 
this city have been engaged in the systematic 
procurement of young women and their 
shipm ent to Panam a for immoral purposes. 
The greatest offender was said to be Pro 
fessor Delon, the astrologist, whose place 
of business is at No. 30 South 
East 
street. This person, when seen by the 
Wc-rlcCs reporter, last night, was trapped 
into a full admission that he was engaged 
in the nefarious business. T he gentleman 
first m entioned found a respectable young 
woman on an ontward-bound steam er in 
September. She engaged to go to Panam a 
as a seamstress. The gentleman, by acci­ 
dent, learned the nam e of the person whom 


she was going to serve, and recognized it as 
that of the keeper of the worst den on the 
Isthm us. The young woman was sent 
back hom e on the next steamer. 
A n A n a rch ist A ttem p ts to M nrder a W it­ 
n ess. 
Chicago, November 28th.—The Inter­ 
Ocean has information that a deliberate at­ 
tem pt was made on Thursday night to 
assassinate H arry Gilmer, a witness who 
gave evidence at the recent trial of the A n­ 
archists directly im plicating Spies and 
Schwab in the throwing of the Haym arket 
bomb. 
Gilmer was shot at while on the 
threshold of his home, and the bullet 
passed between his legs, lodging in the bot­ 
tom of the door. The shot was fired at a 
distance of less than ten feet from the liv­ 
ing target, and the assassin's precipitance 
was the only thing that saved the citizen’s 
life. Gilmer lives at No. 50 North Ann 
street. 
POSSIBLE CLUE TO THE BOMB-THROWER. 
It was not generally known until to-day 
that H enry Jansen, who made the m ur­ 
derous assault upon his wife early Friday 
morning, was a m ember of the north-side 
“group,” and one of the most rabid A n­ 
archists in the city. The night of the bomb 
explosion he was within a few feet of the 
place from where the deadly missile was 
hurled into the ranks of the marching 
policemen. The knowledge resulting from 
his indentification has led to the discovery 
of w hat may be a definite clue to the 
bomb-throwers. On the night the bomb 
was throw n Jansen left his wife about 7 
o’clock, stating that he had an im portant 
Anarchist meeting to attend, and inti­ 
m ating that there would be trouble of some 
kind before the night was over. 
H e did 
not return until 4 o’clock the following 
morning, and in reply to his wife’s ques­ 
tion as to where he had been, significantly 
replied: 
“ I told 
you there would be 
trouble.” H is statem ents never went be­ 
yond this until about ten days ago, when, 
in an affectionate and confidential mood he 
informed his wife that he was present the 
night the bomb was thrown into the ranks 
of the police, and that he stood near to the 
m an who threw it. It is now believed that 
his attem pt to get her out of the way was 
because he repented of having revealed as 
m uch as he did, and was afraid his dis­ 
closures m ight eventually lead him into 
greater trouble than merely killing his 
wife. Mrs. Jansen adds that her husband 
also confided the nam e of the man who did 
the bomb-throwing. Owing to her feeble­ 
ness, and nature of her wounds, it has been 
impossible to obtain his nam e distinctly. 
H arb or D e len se s vs, C ruisers. 


W ashington, November 28tb.—Admiral 
Porter has subm itted to the Secretary of 
the Navy a report embodying suggestions 
for prom oting the efficiency of the navy. 
H e says, that in rehabilitating the navy 
there is no subject worthy of more consid­ 
eration than that of home defenses. H e 
considers it of vastly more interest a t the 
present m oment than the present comple­ 
tion of the cruisers and iron-clads now 
laid up a City Point. We require for the 
navy, the A dm iral said, the following 
classes of vessels, which will at least en­ 
able us to show that we have system , even 
if our ships do not equal in speed those of 
foreign powers. 
The first-class should 
be represented by vessels of 
not less 
than t>,000 nor m ore than 8,000 tons, aud 
able to m ake for a few hours a speed of 
194 knots. The second class should be a 
vessel of not less than 4,500, nor more than 
5.000 tons, able to m ake for a few hours a 
speed of 19 knots. Vessels of the second 
clas3 to serve as flagships on foreign sta­ 
tions. The third class should be vessels of 
3.000 tons, able to m ake for a few hours a 
speed of 18 knots. The A dm iral rem arks 
that it is proposed to construct a 13 knot 
gunboat 
carrying 
four 
guns. 
This 
vessel, 
he 
says, 
could 
not 
over­ 
take 
anything, and 
a powerful Chi­ 
nese gunboat 
would 
be 
less 
[more?] 
than a match for her. 
It is said that Euro­ 
pean powers have built ironclads without 
regard to future uniform ity, so that it 
would be a difficult m atter to m ake any 
formation lines of battle. 
The United 
States is m aking mistakes of the same 
character by building so m any different 
classes of vessels at the outset without 
knowing w hether any of them will have 
the requirements of a cruiser of the pres­ 
ent day. No nation, he says, can dispense 
w ith torts, but it is better to depend on the 
navy to protect our coasts, instead of m ain­ 
taining so sm all a force of ironclads as we 
have at present. 
Every year we should 
construct three or four double-turreted 
monitors, no m atter if we do not build any 
em iters in the meantime. 
Turning his attention to the subject of 
torpedo boats, A dm iral Porter says ttiat he 
has seen enough of torpedos to know that 
two or three hundred pounds of gun cotton 
exploded under a ship, no m atter what her 
size, is bound to sink her or place her hors 
de combat. Yankee ingenuity, if stimulated 
by the prospect of sufficient reward, would 
no doubt soon get up a superior torpedo. 
H e commends the Erickson torpedo, and 
says what we require to tire such a torpedo 
is the fastest vessel in the world—some­ 
thing that torpedo-destroyers can’t over­ 
take. 
The report treats of the reorganiza­ 
tion of the different branches of the navy, 
and especially of the Naval Department. 
This reorganization, he insists, m ust take 
place sooner or later, and whoever achieves 
so great a victory will deserve the thanks 
of the country. 
The A dm iral takes strong ground in 
favor of the Government encouraging the 
private shipyards of the country, by giving 
them ail the work possible, to enable them 
to improve their plants, so that in tim e of 
war they can aid the Government in build­ 
ing and repairing vessels. 
He also advo­ 
cates Government iron-shtp building yards. 


A g reed to D isa g ree. 
C hicago, November 28th.—The meeting 
of the General Passenger Agents of the 
various roads interested in tlirongh pas­ 
senger traffic from San Francisco, came to 
a conclusion yesterday, having been in 
session just one week. A ll efforts to bring 
about the adoption of the new agreement 
for the regulation of eastbound passenger 
traffic were abandoned. As a last resort, 
it was proposed that the Pacific coast. lines 
term inal at San Francisco should be in­ 
trusted with the regulation of eastbound 
traffic from that city, and that they should 
also 
regulate 
the 
am ount 
of 
com­ 
missions to be paid, and this was adopted 
after a lengthy discussion. 
It is not 
believed that this arrangem ent will prevent 
rates-from being c u ta s seriously as they 
have been heretofore. 
The continuance of 
outside agencies and the paym ent of com­ 
missions is certain to cause trouble, in 
spite of any measures the Pacific coast ter­ 
m inal lines m ight take. It was found im ­ 
possible to abolish commissions, because 
the Pennsylvania had a contract with 
steam ship lines which it could not abro­ 
gate. 
It was also found impossible to 
secure the co-operation of some of the lines 
not represented at the meeting in bringing 
about an ironclad agreement. 


W ork o f th e L ife-S avin g S ervice. 
W ashington, November 28th.—The re­ 
port of the General Superintendent of the 
Life-Saving Service shows that at the close 
of the last fiscal year the establish ment em ­ 
braced 211 stations, 165 being on the Atlan­ 
tic, 38 on the lakes. 7 on the Pacific, and 1 
on the Falls of the Ohio, Louisville, Ky. 
The num ber of disasters to vessels within 
the field of station operations during the 
year was 322. The report says the number, 
violence and destructiveness" of the storms 
which occurred during the year exceeded 
the record of any previous vear, since the 
general extension of the service to sea and 
takes. In one storm there were no Jess than 
thirty shipwrecks w ithin the scope of the 
operations oí the service, and in a single 
day, the 9th of January, there were 23. 
The service, however, did not fail to match 
its previous record of effectiveness in saving 
life and property. The num ber of casual­ 
ties was greater by 28 than that of any 
former year, yet the loss of life wa3 15 less 
than the average, and although the vessels 
and cargoes totally lost were 20 more than 
in any former year, the am ount of property 
Tost was only about $05,000 greater than 
the average of preceding years, while the 
am ount saved is increased by nearly $ ’ - 
000,000.

Charleston, November 28th. — There 
were two shocks of earthquake at Sum m er­ 
ville to-day—one at 10 a. m., and one at 
3:20 p. m.—which rattled things in a lively 
manner. The people were more or less 
frightened. The latter shock was felt 
slightly in Charleston. 


A B rave M an’s Sad F a te. 
Cin c in n a t i, November 29th.—a. m.—A 
fatal collision, attended by a dram atic cir­ 
cumstance, occurred at Anderson’s Station, 
on the Cincinnati Southern Railroad, eight 
miles below here, shortly after 2 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon. An engine m aking a 
trial trip was ordered to leave here not 
earlier than 1:45 p. m.

Edward Drohan, an old and experienced 
engineer, and at Anderson’s it collided 
with a north-bound freight. 
Drohan had

N ew Y ork, November 29th—a . m.—Sev­ 
eral m onths ago an old woman, who called 
herself Mrs. Jerome, rented a room in the 
attic of 141 Yeorck street. She appeared to 
her neighbors to be a person who had been 
in good circumstances. She once said that 
if it were not for the war ot the rebellion 
she would have houses and lands, and from 
that they got the impression that she 
was a Southener. Every night she rode on 
the cars up to Madison Avenue, and when 
she returned she brought back cooked food 
and delicacies. On Thanksgiving afternoon 
she was found dead in her room. H er 
body’ was removed to the Morgue. No 
friends of hers have appeared.

W a s th e J u r y P a c k e t!? 
N ew Y ork, November 
29th—a. m.— 
There is talk now that the jury which 
failed to convict ex-Alderm an McQuade of 
bribery in the Broadway railroad m atter 
wa3 packed. The law requires the Com­ 
missioner of Jurors shall begin the prepa­ 
ration of trial ju ry lists in May, and file 
them w ith the County Clerk before Oc­ 
tober. W hile he is expected on these lists 
to nam e all persons liable to serve as 
jurors, the statute provides that he may, 
from tim e to tim e, after October, return 
certified copies of lists containing the 
names 
of 
persons liable to serve as 
jurors 
who 
were 
om itted 
from the 
former lists. 
The in ten t of the law 
is that 
the 
Commissioner 
shall 
do 
his work between May and October. Accord­ 
ing to the statem ent of the District A ttor­ 
ney, this rule has not been complied w ith 
by Commissioner Reilly. On November 
12th, just before the trial of McQuade be­ 
gan, Reilly filed a list of over 3,000 names, 
which were put into the box. 
From these 
were drawn the nam es of the jurym en 
who tried McQuade. To suppose that this 
list was made up entirely of names omitted 
from the regular fist, requires a large 
am ount of credulity and faith in the pres­ 
ent Commissioner. 
Just before the trial was brought to its 
astonishing term ination, Reilly appeared 
at the County Clerk’s office w ith another 
list of nearly 2,000 names, and these were 
also p at into the box, from which the 
second McQuade ju ry is to be drawn. Out 
of the first fifty nam es drawn for the 
second jury, thirty-six t.ur nearly 75 per 
cent.) were those of the jurors on these 
two additional fists that were filed after the 
tim e specified by law. W hen it is remem ­ 
bered that McQiiade was, until a few days 
ago, one of Reilly’s bondsmen, and John 
Keenan was the Commissioner's most inti­ 
m ate political 
friend and backer, the 
significance of these facts becomes ap­ 
parent. The District A ttorney has been 
quietly investigating the m atter, and it is 
probable some im portant revelations will 
be made in a few days. 
Mr. M arline’s en­ 
ergetic assistant, Mr. Nicholl, said last 
night that they were not prepared as yet to 
m ake specific charges against Commission­ 
er Reilly, further than that the law had 
not been complied w ith by him . 
Reilly 
denies any crooked work, and says he has 
nothing to do with the drawing of the jury, 
nor with the jury list, after lie has fur­ 
nished the names of men liable to jury 
duty.

A n U n a c c ep ta b le P rin ce. 
N ew Y o r k, November 29th—a. m.—The 
Tribune’s London special sa y s: The Vi­ 
enna correspondent of the Daily Telepraph 
sends the 
following dispatch 
to-night 
(Sunday).• The statem ent, proceeding from 
Russian sources, that all the Powers have 
accepted the candidacy of Prince Nichols, 
of Mingrelia, and consequently that the 
Bulgarian question is on the eve of settle­ 
m ent, does not entirely correspond to the 
facts of the situation. The C’zar's new pro­ 
tege is scarcely less obnoxious to the Pow­ 
ers than to the Bulgarians themselves, as 
Russia has just had opportunity of ascer­ 
taining. The English Government has, I 
believe, given Russia to understand that 
the election of a Prince being the affair of 
the Sobranje, they did not feel called upon 
to express an opinion on the m erits of any 
candidate before the election. 
Russia may 
have reasons of her own for surm ising that 
England will not system atically oppose 
the 
candidacy 
of 
the 
Prince 
of 
Mingrelia. 
The 
A ustrian 
Government 
lias intim ated that if the Mingrelian Prince 
were elected by the Sobranje they would 
raise no objection, but they would leave 
the Bulgarians to follow their own inclina­ 
tions in the m atter, without seeking to in­ 
fluence them one way or the other. The 
apparently weak position taken in the 
reply of A ustria on this occasion is due to 
an apprehension of seeing a less acceptable 
candidate than the Prince of Mingrelia put 
forward by Russia—such, for instance, as 
the Prince of Montenegro, or Prince Kra- 
gorogevitch. 
The Bulgarian deputation is expected at 
Pcsth this week, the chief object of its 
mission being to sonnd the European Gov­ 
ernm ents with regard to their choice of 
Prince, and to inform them of the profound 
antipathy entertained in Bulgaria against ¡ 
the Prince of Mingrelia.

THE 
STRANGE 
INCONSISTENCY 
OF 
PUBLISHERS. 


No possible defense can be set up by any 
reputable journal for the publication ot 
the bestial reports of the Campbell divorce 
case in England. Of what earthly con­ 
cern to people in America are the loathe- 
some habits, the vulgar amours and the 
scandalous doings of a man and woman in 
England dubbed respectively Lord and 
Lady? 
We do not recall that in the history of 
journalism there ever has been given to 
print more filthy matter than is tele­ 
graphed about the Campbell case. The 
rottenness of the pair of diseased aristo­ 
crats ; the loathesome recitals of their 
bestiality are dished up by American news­ 
papers day by day to be read in the homes 
of the country, and to be studied by the 
youth of the land; to sear the sensibilities, 
debauch the tastes and inflame the pas­ 
sions of the rising generation, on the 
vicious plea that the public demand such 
reading matter. 
If this can possibly be conceived to be 
true, then the public taste in America is 
so utterly depraved, so lost to decency and 
a sense of the common proprieties, that 
the whole community is but a congrega­ 
tion of debased, bestial and demoralized 
men and women, young men and maidens. 
W hat an infamous slander this is upon the 
public; what a scurrilous libel upon the 
patrons of the press; what a horrible 
charge against all social and home life in 
America. 
The fact is that the daily paper is for its 
worthy news almost an absolute necessity 
in the homes of the land. 
It is the inter­ 
mediary between men for the securing of 
concert of action in nearly all that is 
commendable. 
It is the chief vehicle of 
daily information and cuts a figure in each 
day’s business and domestic economy of 
large importance. 
Upon this necessity 
publishers seem to play. 
Knowing the 
need of the public for the legitimate n e w 3 
of each day, they trespass upon the for­ 
bearance of decent people, in order to 
cater to the morbid tastes of the depraved 
and vicious. 
The whole fault is chargeable to these 
publishers, for they have permitted a false 
estimate of “ enterprise ” to push them to 
outrageous extremes in the hot competi­ 
tion to outdo each other. 
We are ready to admit that human 
nature very largely is inclined to receive 
and believe whatever may be published of 
the shortcomings of men and women. For 
that very reason the press should exert its 
influence against the tendency rather than 
cater to it. W e are prepared to concede 
that by the aid of the press some un­ 
known scribbler or conscienceless writer, 
whose oral dissemination of slander would 
fall harmless, may, with his pen, blast 
character a life service of probity has built 
np. The ills recorded of men find lodg­ 
ment that the refutation of scandal can 
rarely oust from public thought. 
But for 
that very reason the press should exercise 
the most rigorous scrutiny over its columns, 
to the end that they shall not lie made the 
means of working immeasurable harm and 
causing infinite pain and anguish. 
A malignant lie and the scurrilous truth 
stand on the same level when they come 
to the hands of the newspaper man. 
The 
one and only test with him shou Id be the 
satisfactory answer to the self-inquiries, 
what will be the result.of the publication ? 
in what manner will these lines affect the 
morals of the people? 
There is, we say, 
unfortunately a disposition on the part of 
many to receive eagerly ill reports of 
onr fellows, hut, as one of the truest, 
best journalists whoever breathed once said, 
“ There is no better test of purity and 
true goodness than reluctance to think 
evil of one’s neighbor, and absolute inca­ 
pacity to believe an evil report about good 
men, except upon the most trustworthy 
testimony.” 
If journalists would make 
that the rule of their action, what purifi­ 
cation of the daily newspaper would it not 
work ? 
But when the offered matter, 
whether true or false, has greater import­ 
ance than its truth or falsity, because of 
the effect it must have upon the reader, 
how much more circumspect and courage­ 
ous should be the news gatherers and news 
disseminators of the day. 
Iu some schools in this State the prac­ 
tice prevails of encouraging the scholars to 
bring the dai'y newspaper to the school­ 
room, for the purpose of practical exer­ 
cises and criticisms in the study in geog­ 
raphy, grammar, composition, etc., of the 
news of the day. Let any self-respecting 
man who esteems the purity of youth 


wortfc preservation, picture the embarrass- j 
mcnt and confusion that must have been | 
uunifest in any school where 6orae of the i 
newspapers of lag*, week were introduced, j 
wtih columns devoted to the nauseating 
recitals of the most scandalous amours ever 
given to print. Yet the ill effect could not 
he greater than that produced in the tens 
of thousands of homes where these papers 
entered, bearing upon the open page, 
under the guise of news matter, that which 
would clearly fall under the prohibition 
of the law if hound in book form. 
There is not a father in the land who 
would not fell to the earth the man who 
would dare to put that matter—in hook 
form—into the hands of his young son or 
daughter; nor is there a publisher of a 
newspaper iu California who would not 
justify and defend such fathers for such 
summary punishment of the wretcli who 
would commit so infamous a crime. 
Strange are the inconsistencies of men. 
These same publishers will day after day 
coolly print the same matter, and lay it 
damp upon every breakfast and dinner 
table of everv home-circlc in the land. 


FRUIT-MARKETING. 


ARBOR DAY. 


Arbor Day was very successfully inaug­ 
urated at San Francisco Saturday, and the 
speeches made were loaded with good ad­ 
vice and much information concerning the 
wise economy of preserving forests and 
peopling the waste places with new trees. 
We are glad that such eminent success 
attended the inauguration. 
But we can­ 
not repress the regret that the fear of our 
fog-ridden friends of the Bay that they 
would have to plant their seedlings “ in 
the mud” if the occasion was postponed, 
would have compelled the people of the 
interior, had they observed the San Fran­ 
cisco day, to have planted their young 
trees in the dust. As it was, there was 
little or no attention given to the day for 
the planting except at the Presidio and on 
Yerba Buena Island, where splendid be­ 
ginnings were made. 
The gentlemen who 
have achieved such success in this initial 
effort—Joaquin Miller, General Howard, 
Mr. Sutro and others—might now well 
continue in the doing of good and inaug­ 
urate an Arbor Day for the interior, where 
more than anywhere else in the State there 
is need for attention being given to arbori­ 
culture. 
If they will, their experience 
having qualified them, set on foot the sec­ 
ond movement, fixing the day as late as 
the last of January, we do not doubt 
the people of the interior of the State will 
respond with alacrity. 


O n e of the best methods of advancing 
the interests of the Citrus Fair to be held 
in a few days more is to “ talk it up.” We 
need not only the fair, hut that the people 
of the State shall come to it. 
For it is a 
fact that they, as well as the people of the 
East, still need to be educated concerning 
the real value and the great possibilities of 
the climate and soil of Central and north­ 
ern California for the production of semi- 
tropical fruits. There is now complete 
assurance of a large and varied exhibit, 
hut it will be valueless unless the people 
most immediately interested attend and 
examine the exhibits and exchange views 
regarding them. 


A c c o r d in g toj President Cleveland, of- 
ensive partisanship now consists in criti­ 
cisms by Republican office-holders of a 
Democratic Administration, while there 
is no violation of the civil service rules 
where a Democratic pap-sucker from the 
stump abuses Black Republicans.

THE CITRUS FAIR. 


IV ell-A r- 
Y u b a C o u n ty h a s E v e ry th in : 
r a n g e d . 
Yuba county is determined to make a 
good showing at the citrus fair, and will 
vie with Butte and Placer counties for the 
first premium. The Marysville Appeal of 
yesterday says : “ Secretary Sherwood, in a 
communication to the Appeal, says the 
committee heretofore appointed desire that 
every person in the county who have 
oranges, lemons, limes, puníalos, persim­ 
mons, pomegranates, olives, grapes, raisins, 
nuis, or any kind of semi-tropical fruit, 
either green or dried, will furnish a sample 
of the same for exhibition at the coming 
citrus fair. Large quantities of each is not 
desired, but simply lots of each and every 
kind grown—mough to show to advantage 
what we produce. 
The committee will 
have made to order a la’rge number of neat 
boxes of different sizes for packing these 
articles, and will furnish them free of ex­ 
pense to each 
contributor. 
Boxes for 
oranges, lemons, pomegranates, limes, per­ 
simmons and China oranges will be of 
sizes to hold 24, 30 and 48 each, one layer 
to each box. When these layers are prop­ 
erly packed they will not be unpacked 
until they have been exhibited at Chicago. 
The covers to the boxes will be put on with 
screws, anil when delivered at Sacramento 
for the fair, the covers 
are removed 
and the boxes put in place and are 
ready for exhibition without handling, 
or in any way changing their position. 
And as soon as the Sacramento fair is over 
the covers are again put on and the fruit 
forwarded to Chicago. Each box and cover 
will be numbered, and each will be marked 
with a stencil, ‘ From Marysville, Gal.,’ or 
‘ From Yuba county. Cal.,’ and a neat 
printed card will be "attached to each box, 
giving name of exhibitor, name of fruit, 
age of trees, etc. The committee will give 
all the assistance possible in this matter, 
and where there is a citizen growing any of 
these varieties who does not feel able to 
contribute the fruit free of expense they 
will receive pay at market price for them", 
as it is much desired that every person who 
has them shall be represented at the fair. 
Every one contributing, purchased or not, 
shall receive full credit for such exhibit, 
and any premium that may be awarded to 
them. The fair will commence Monday, 
December 13th, and the committee will 
commence packing on the Sth, and con­ 
tinue to and including Saturday, the litb, 
and will ship all on the 12th, and accom­ 
pany them to the fair, and open all boxes 
themselves and place them on exhibition, 
guaranteeing to each exhibitor careful at­ 
tention to their interests and that of our 
county. Orders left with the undersigned 
cr any member of the committee will re­ 
ceive attention.” 


C a lifo rn ia F r u it a t th e E a st. 
The weekly market review of Amory 
Bigelow, of Chicago, dated November 20th, 
says concerning California fru its: Raisins 
we believe are about as high as they will 
get this season, for we must bear in mind 
that the next thirty days the demand is 
usually greater than at any other season of 
the year, but as the jobbing trade here, and 
in the West and East, is apparently well 
supplied with ample stocks to meet this 
demand, we cannot see much encourage­ 
ment in the future for better prices, for 
there is a large supply in sight yet to come 
forward, of both foreign and domestic. 
Therefore, we canuot but think that six 
cents, as reported having recently been paid 
in the sweat-box. will leave no profit to the 
purchaser, for past experience has taught 
us that when we enter the new year, the 
demand usually diminishes, hence we be­ 
lieve that the best prices will be secured in 
the early sales of the season. Prunes—We 
find the’ medium grades meeting with more 
ready sale than those grading No. 1 or 
fancy. 
Time, however, will largely rem­ 
edy this, when the better class of consumers 
realize that the best grades of California 
are superior in every respect to the French. 
But the Turkish and those raised largely in 
the Danubian provinces will continue to 
be the prune for those who are compelled 
from necessity to practice economy, as they 
are retailing now twenty pounds for $1. 
We quote our market to-day as : Raisins, 
London layers, $190 to $2; loose Muscatels, 
$1 G5 to $1 75, in 20 pound boxes. Prunes, 
5ic to 9lc, according to grade and quantity, 
in 25-pound boxes, and 4:0 to 8c, in sacks. 
Evaporated peaches, impeded, 15c; peeled, 
20c to 22c. Evaporated apricots, unpeeled, 
17c; peeled, 23c to 24c. Pitted plums, 12c. ’ 


SHALL THE CALIFORNIA FRUITS 
BE SOLD BY AUCTION I 


Im p o rta n t D iscnssion o f th e S ubject 
a t th e E a s t—A ll S h ad es o f 
O pinions G iven. 


The following article, which will be of 
the highest interest to our fruit-growers 
and dealers, as well as to the public eener- 
ally, is from the New York Market Journal 
of the 20th inst.: 
As announced last week, we give below 
the views of many leading fruit dealers of 
New York in regard to the distribution of 
Florida and California fruits. The prac­ 
tical experience of these merchants in this, 
the largest market of America, and their 
thorough knowledge of the needs, prospects 
and possibilities of the fruit trade will give 
more than a passing interest to their state­ 
ments, and should insure consideration for 
their opinions. 
Mediterranean oranges, as imported, have 
for fifty years been sold here only by auc­ 
tion. Believing this method preferable to 
consignment and irregular sales, Florida 
growers organized their Fruit Exchange, to 
control the products of the State, and effect 
sales in the large Northern coast cities, only 
through auction houses. The experiment 
was first tried practically last season, but 
results for various reasons were unsatisfac­ 
tory. It is believed by many that but a 
comparatively small part of this year's crop 
of 700,000 boxes will be sold in this manner, 
and there is much diversity of opinion 
among growers and shippers as to what is 
really the best course to pursue. 
California fruit-growers are also demor­ 
alized ; their experimental system of mar­ 
keting their fruits appears to be a disap­ 
pointment and they have been strongly 
urged to try the auction plan. The orange 
crops are now ready to come forward and 
the subject therefore possesses unusual in­ 
terest at this time. It is an important 
question to the public, which demands 
abundant and cheap fruits; hi the grower, 
who seeks a wide and advantageous mar­ 
ket, and to the merchant also, whose enter­ 
prise and tact can alone make them widely 
popular and their extensive cultuie profit­ 
able. 
Messrs. IVessels & Co., importers of ba­ 
nanas and oranges, approve of sales of fruit 
at auction, provided the bulk of such fruit 
is disposed of in that way, but think where 
the smaller portion of such fruit is offered 
at auction and the balance is in the hands 
of the commission nien, the probability is 
that prices will he higher outside of the 
auction-room. For this reason the fruit 
from the Mediterranean and the larger 
portion of that from the West Indies is 
disposed of at auction, cn account of all 
receivers selling it there. They do not be­ 
lieve the sale of foreign oranges at auction 
can be contrasted with that of Florida and 
California. 
The only markets in which foreign fruit 
is sold are New York, Boston, Philadelphia 
and Baltimore, and at times New Orleans. 
The major part of such fruit is sold in 
New York. The entire country is obliged 
to buy foreign fruit in New York or one of 
the other seaboard cities. 
In this instance 
all the country buys in at most, five cities, 
and in greater proportion in our own city. 
With Florida and California it is differ­ 
ent, as by consigning to every possible 
point of consumption in the country, the 
demand at auction sale for such fruit in 
this and other cities is curtailed just to 
such extent as the shipments to interior 
points increase or decrease. 
James Williamson, of the 
house of 
Hills Bros. & Co., believes it to be tor the 
best interests of all concerned, that domes­ 
tic fruits be all sold at auction, instead of 
being placed in the hands of general pro­ 
duce commission dealers, who, he says, 
have little or no knowledge of the needs of 
ihe trade. 
E. Ruhlman, of the fruit firm of P. Ruhl- 
ruan A Co., believes that “ eventually the 
bulk of domestic fruits will be sold at auc­ 
tion, but the time is not yet ripe for it. In 
order to make that plan a success, facilities 
here must be increased; receivers must 
control steamers and have betterdock facil­ 
ities. Fruit fnust not be dumped on the 
dock regardless of weather. Me literranean 
steamers do not discharge in severe weather. 
Their docks are large and commodious, and 
permit fruit to be properly exposed for sale. 
Southern steamers have no such facilities, 
nor has the auction-house proper con­ 
veniences and room to show large quanti­ 
ties of domestic fruit. People are afraid to 
buy at auction. If they want good fruit, 
which they can rely on, they come to us 
fruit merchants, and they always will. It 
will take five years of auction sales for buy­ 
ers to learn brands. Probably the best dis­ 
position that can be made, both of Florida 
and California fruits, will be to send them 
to reliable fruit houses. They can protect 
it intelligently, hold it, if it will keep, upon 
a rising market, etc.1’ 
F. B. Chase says; “ I believe Florida and 
California fruits will ultimately all go to 
a few fruit houses in the various large 
cities, which will distribute it. It is a grow­ 
ing interest, and must shape itself on trial. 
I think both plans will be pursued until 
experience proves which is best.” 
James M. Jackson favors auction sales as 
best for California oranges of inferior 
grades; better qualities will bring more in 
private hands. He thinks costof transpor­ 
tation aDd the competition of foreign fruits 
will always prevent large sales of Califor­ 
nia oranges in this market. 
F. F. Cosgrove, of the firm of F. A. Cos­ 
grove A Son, dealers in Florida oranges, 
etc.,says; * Frequent letters front our Florida 
correspondent state that our returns are 
from 15 to 20 per cent, higher than auction 
sales of the same goods. 
We think it 
will tend largely to increase consumption if 
growers and shippers will discriminate and 
send their oranges only to regular fruit 
houses. Some of the general commission 
houses, although perfectly reliable, have 
little or no knowledge of the trade in Flor­ 
ida oranges, and tneir returns are fre­ 
quently unsatisfactory'; and many smaller 
houses, who are honest and do a legitimate 
trade, having less capital, are debarred from 
equal advantages at the auction house, and 
thus cannot compete with the larger houses, 
but their trade in the aggregate is very im­ 
portant to the industry.” 
Mr. Banks, of the fruit-house of A. M. 
Banks A Son, favors sending entire domes­ 
tic crops to auction, so that buyers can then 
compete for good marks and good quality'. 
At present commission houses lacking fa­ 
cilities cut prices to dispose of fruit, and 
sharp buyers quote them to depress the 
market. 
F. S. Maynard, fruit dealer, thinks good 
fruits will bring more sold by commission 
dealers, and poor fruit should be sent to 
auction. 
I). Wegman, for thirty-two years a fruit 
dealer in New York, favors the sending of 
fruit to auction in order to establish a pries 
for it. Good fruit will then bring a good 
price, and poor fruit all it is worth. 
Charles Parsons A Sons believe that the 
plan of auction sales is best for ail con­ 
cerned, and that more Florida oranges will 
thus be sold this season than in any previ­ 
ous year. 
J. Cromwell says, in his opinion, as the 
result of twenty years’ experience in the 
fruit trade, that it"will be vastly more to 
the interest of fruit-growers of both Florida 
and California to send their product to re­ 
sponsible commission houses here, as he 
thinks returns made by the lalter will be 
in the future, as they have been in the past, 
more satisfactory than by any other dispo­ 
sition which can be made ot them. " 1 
have this season handled fifty carloads of 
California grapes, and 1 do not believe that 
at auction these grapes would have netted 
two-thirds the prices I have been able to 
realize for my consignees. I think next 
year I can handle double the quantity at 
satisfactory prices. It now costs $2 per box 
to bring them here from California. If 
they could be transported for $1 a box there 
would be no end to the demand for them. 
The same conditions will also apply to 
other fruits. 
Transportation companies 
get the lion's share all the time.” 
Mr. Merritt, of the Merritt Fruit Com­ 
pany, docs not believe in auciion sales. lie 
avere that in his experience of over twenty 
years in handling fruits, he has been able 
to realize from 20 to 40 per cent above auc­ 
tion prices. 
Lyon Bros., extensive fruit and grape 
dealers, do not solicit general fruit consign­ 
ments, but in oranges act only as agents for 
certain groves. They do not believe any 
combination can be formed to control ship­ 
ments, whether to auction or individuals. 
They say the trade will, in time, regulate 
itself iike the trade in apples. 
Maxfield A Co.. formerly agents of the 
Florida Fruit Exchange, believe that indis­ 
criminate 
shipments 
demoralize 
the 
market, and that it is only a matter of 
time when all the Florida fruit will go to 
auction. “ In a few years the Florida or­ 
ange crop will, barring accidents, be 10,­ 
000,000 boxes yearly. There must be a 
mutual and systematic plan for selling it. 
Florida and California fruits will soon 
drive out the foreign product and find a 
large sale in th e London market.” 


The views expressed by G. S. Palmer 
may be taken as a fair sample of those held 
by the industrious, substantial and reliable 
general commission merchants of New 
York. He has had sixteen years experi­ 
ence in handling all sorts of produce, in­ 
cluding the fruits of Florida and Califor­ 
nia. Mr. Palmer thinks tha'. domestic 
fruits would 
command 
better returns 
through commission houses than from 
auction sales, and would reach a much 
larger consumption. He says “ commission 
dealers have been largely instrumental 
in creating and organizing the present 
trade in these fruits, and they are entitled 
to consideration. Established commission 
merchants do cot, as a rule, buy goods; 
they are compelled to stick to their legiti­ 
mate commission business. 
They now 
have close communication with dealers in 
adjoining States, and furnish them regular 
supplies. Sales exclusively by auction will 
largely dry up present avenues of distribu­ 
tion. Goods arriving from long distances 
require inspection and careful assorting to 
bring value. My Florida correspondents 
say the growers thoroughly tested the auc­ 
tion plan last season through the Florida 
Fruit Exchange, and they hava found it 
unsatisfactory. The institution which was 
to remedy their difficulties has proved 
worse than the disease.” 
Sgobel A Day are the present agents of 
the Florida Fruit Exchange in New York. 
Mr. Day is the active business man of the 
house. He has had 2G years of practical 
experience in the importation and sale of 
Mediterranean fruits. Mr. Day has a high 
character for integrity ami ability, and it 
would surely seem that if he canuot make 
it successful, the auction system as inaugu­ 
rated by the Florida Exchange must be 
abandoned. 
Mr. Day says: “ It is my conviction, 
based upon experience, that the proper way 
to dispose of large quantities of oranges, 
lemons and grapes is by auction. Great 
numbers of new men throughout the coun­ 
try have within the last few years arranged 
to make regular and direct purchases front 
the auction house, personally and through 
their brokers here. I sincerely believe that 
before very long the entire fruit product of 
the country will be distributed at auction. 
It will be found necessary, and in full ac­ 
cord with the progressive spirit of com­ 
mercial affairs. Our first sale of Florida 
oranges at auction this seasou took place 
on Thursday—and the prices obtained were 
fully equal to any made at private sale for 
the same grade of fruit. 
Returns to the 
shippers were made the next day.” 
We have thus summarized the opinions 
of many of the leading fruit men of New 
York from actual interview's with them. 
Of course a large amount of interesting 
and valuable information bearing upon 
this subject was elicited at these interviews, 
which space will not permit us to print. 
No one who will carefully investigate, can 
fail to be impressed with "the vast propor­ 
tions which the fruit trade is destined soon 
to attain. It is altogether desirable that 
some system should be early adopted which 
will popularize and 
place 
there fruits 
w ithin the reach of all. and at the same 
time best subserve the interests of the pro­ 
ducers and distributors.

THE GEM OF THE 
SEA. 


S tirrin g E v e n ts L o o k e d fo r in th e L a n d 
o f E v ic tio n s.

N e w Y o r k , November 28th.—The Trib­ 
une's cable special from London of the 27th 
says : The Irish crisis has arrived at last, 
as was predicted, and political circles both 
in London and Dublin are exceedingly dis­ 
turbed by the possibilities before us. The 
summoning of Dillon for advocating a 
field campaign opens up a vast prospect of 
difficulty and embarrassment which prom­ 
ises a condition of affairs parallel to that in 
the time of Forster. It is impossible that 
Dillon can stand alone. It is likely that 
I’arnell, also, who has lately been more or 
less iu hiding, will immediajely go to Dub­ 
lin and stand by his colleagues. He cannot 
afford to remain out and allow his lieuten­ 
ants to boar the brunt of an opinion iu 
which he has been encaged. 


OFF FOR THE FROST. 
To-night more than one member of the 
Irish party is on his way to Dublin ot 
watch events. It ought to suprise no one 
if Parnell now enters on the advocacy of 
“ no rent,” with the result, of course, of 
causing still further trouble for the Govern­ 
ment. The situation differs considerably 
from anything witnessed during Forster's 
regime. Rightly or wrongly, the action of 
the League in this campaign has much 
sympathy from English Radicals. This 
feeling has been strengthened by the evi­ 
dence of Sir Redvcrs Buffer, which he is re­ 
puted to have given Karl Cowper’s Com­ 
mission, at Limerick. Radical politicians 
declare that Sir Redvers’ evidence is a com­ 
plete justification for what the League has 
said and ilone-during the last three months. 


COERCION BACK AGAIN. 


N e w Y o r k , November 27th.—The Even­ 
ing Post's London special says: Coercion is 
back again, and in all probability a few 
days will see Parnellite members in" prison. 
Reduced to its simplest form the Govern­ 
ment’s procedurt1, which ¡3 precisely that 
which was formerly taken against Healy 
and Davitt, amounts to offering Dillon the 
choice ot holding his tongue or going to 
prison, lie will, of course, promptly ac­ 
cept the lutter alternative. Then O'Brien, 
who left by the mail train to join Dillon in 
Sligo, will denounce the Government in 
the United Ireland, which will be sup­ 
pressed. By this time l’arneil will be com­ 
pelled to appear upon the scene in defense 
of his lieutenants and take the leadership 
in the struggle. If the Government ven­ 
ture to arrest him there will be w-ar. In­ 
deed, it is difficult to see how they can 
avoid it. Such is generally the accepted 
forecast. 
EXASPERATED TENANTS. 
New 
Y o r k , November 
28th.—T. r. 
O 'Connor’s London special to the Star says : 
The attack of the Government on the Na­ 
tional League is received in Ireland with 
anger mingled with triumph. The Tory 
boast, that a strong Government (meaning 
Lord Salisbury’s Administration) could 
rule Ireland without coercion, is now 
pricked, and the Government is forced to 
adopt the very measures deemed unneces­ 
sary. It is now admitted on all sides that 
the quiet at the time prevailing was not the 
result of the firmness of the Cabinet and 
its officers, but of the landlords’ conces­ 
sions. As soon as evictions become gen­ 
eral, and the landlords were banked by the 
Government, rent troubles with the ten­ 
ants commenced, and have now assumed 
great proportions. The arrests of individ­ 
uals and proclamations of meetings are too 
late to do anything but exasperate the 
people. The enormity of the defeat sus­ 
tained by the Government must be meas­ 
ured by the steps taken by the Government 
to prevent it. 


AN 
EXCITING 
DAY 
FOR THE NATIONALISTS 
AND POLICE. 
S lig o , November 28th.—The National­ 
ist chiefs held a private meeting in the 
town hall to-day and discussed their future 
course of action. 
Messrs. O'Brien and Kelly, members of 
Parliament, went to Riverstown to address 
a meeting. A platform was erected and 
the chapel bell was tolled. Mr. O'Brien 
made a speech in which he denounced the 
Government, and declared that the Irish 
would be able to overcome the unworthy 
schemes for repressing public opinion. 
The police threatened to arrest him, but, 
although he deficit them, he was not mo­ 
lested. Mr. O'Brien then went to Baffy- 
gole, where the priest advised him not to 
talk. He persisted, however, and the meet­ 
ing was dispersed by the police. 
The excitement in Sligo is intense. The 
streets are guarded by police and cavalry. 
Commoner Tanner commenced a speech in 
a field near town,when a body of police ap­ 
peared and dispe.sed the meeting with bay­ 
onets. There was no riot. 
The meeting at Tuily, County Mayo, ap­ 
proved the plan for the coming campaign. 
John Dcasev addressed the meeting. He 
said that if Dillon and O'Brien were im­ 
prisoned. the Irish people would not be 
without friends. The landlords were en­ 
titled to only four or five years' purchase. 
Thomas Mayne. member for Tipperary, de­ 
fended the boycotting. 
A Government 
reporter, guarded by constables, was pres­ 
ent and noted the proceedings of the rueet- 
ing. 
Commoners Maurice, 
Healy, Hooper, 
I.are. Fox and Sbea spoke at the meeting 
at Killeagh. They all declared that the 
Government could not notify them, but 
their speeches were generally moderate and 
guarded.

Most of the planting was 
done by school children. The treee planted 
numbered many thousand. At the Pre­ 
sidio there were also addresses and singing. 
The weather was delightful, and all who 
participated had an enjoyable time, but it 
is doubtful if the result will be equal to the 
anticipations of the projectors of the 
affair.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Badly H urt. 
People passing along Second street, on 
he west side, observed, in front of the old 
French Hotel building, an imm ense pool 
of blood upon the sidewalk. A ll sorts of 
rum ors soon became rife concerning it, all 
of them having m urder as their basis, 
while some ingenious speculator caused his 
rum or to throw the m urdered person’s 
body into the river. The police finally as­ 
certained that a man named llarrett, a 
quiet, peaceable individual, employed at 
the freight depot, had been assaulted by­ 
several persons whom he m et at the local­ 
ity named, and very severely injured. 
H is 
nose was broken and flattened, he had been 
kicked and pummeled, and was sore all 
over. 
He stated that John Norton was the 
only one of his assailants whom he recog­ 
nized. and declared that he gave them no 
occasion for the assauP, which, it seemed 
to him , was made just through “pure 
cussedness” and a desire to see how hard 
they could hit. The police say that Norton 
does not deny participation in the assault, 
but alleges that he was on a spree, and does 
not know what happened. 


I n F a v o r o f th e C om m issioners, 
The Suprem e Court has affirmed the de­ 
cision of the Court below in the case of the 
Board of Commissioners of the Funded 
Debt Sinking Fund against the Board of 
Trustees of the City of Sacramento, appel­ 
lants. This was an action to compel the 
defendant, by mnndate, to levy a certain 
tax, ordered by the Act of March 25,1872. 
The Court below issued an absolute writ of 
m andate, directing the Trustees to levy the 
tax. From this action the appeal’ was 
taken. The principal point involved in 
the case is w hether the Act of 1872, on 
which the plaintiffs based their action, is 
inconsistent with the Constitution of 1879, 
as claimed by defendant, and by the adop­ 
tion of that Constitution repealed. The 
Suprem e Court holds that the Act of 1872 
is not inconsistent with the Constitution, 
and says that “ the prohibition of future 
enactm ents of a particular character, by 
houses of legislation brought into exist­ 
ence by the same Constitution which con­ 
tains the prohibition, cannot be held to an­ 
nul past legislation without violating the 
plain meaning of the language.” 


Onck M o r e f o r “ Gus ”—General H art, 
now a resident of this city, was raised in 
Colusa county, where he has m any warm 
friends and political admirers. The Colusa 
Herald has the following : “ The Sun doesn't 
understand what influence elected \V. H . 
H . H art, Attorney-General. We know how 
he got one vote, at least. On election day 
an old farmer living a mile or two front 
town came in to vote, and in conversation 
with one of our local politicians, said that 
he was hardly able to get to the polls on 
account of ill-health, but if it was the last 
act of his life he wa3 bound to cast one 
more vote for Gus. H art. H e was handed 
a Republican ticket, and after scanning it 
carefully and learning that it contained the 
nam e of H art, he voted it and departed sat­ 
isfied.”

HUMAN CHARACTER. 


T h e O nly T h in e M an C an T ak e F ro m 
T his W o rld to th e N ext. 
Rev. W . R. Gober, Presiding Elder of 
the 
Sacram ento District, 
occupied the 
pulpit in the Sixth-street M. E. Church last 
evening. 
No services were held in the 
Central M. E. Church, Rev. Thomas Filben 
and his congregation attending the Sixth- 
street Church. The choirs of the two 
churches, reinforced by several volunteers, 
occupied seats around the altar and the 
vocalization was very fine. 
The Presiding Elder announced as his 
text Matthew vii., 24-27, a portion of 
Christ’s sermon upon the mount: 
Therefore, whosoever hcareth these sayings 
of mine, and doeth them, I will liken unto a 
wise man which built his house upon a rock: 
And the rain descended, and the floodscame, 
and the winds blew and beat upon that house; 
aud it fell not; for it was founded upon a rock: 
And every man that heareth these sayings of 
mine, and doeth them not, shall be likened unto 
a foolish man, which built his house upon the 
sand: 
And the rains descended and the Hoods came, 
and the winds blew and beat upon that house; 
aud it fell; aud great was the fall of it. 
All m en are builders. Some are build­ 
ing social institutions, some mercantile 
establishments, some political organiza­ 
tions, some one thing, some another, but 
all men are building a -character, and 
character alone determines m an's position 
in the universe. 


IT IS NOT WEALTH, 
NOR SOCIAL POSITION, 
Nor intellectual capabilities, but what a 
m an is. If a pauper, he is rich in this one 
requisite, if he is true, upright, honest and 
right in all his relations in life. No m atter 
how much wealth he may accumulate, if 
he has not a good character, then is he 
poor indeed. Character determines m an’s 
position in the universe of God. Character 
is the only thing a man can lake with him 
out of this world and into the next. The 
supreme work of every m an is the building 
for himself a good character. To accom­ 
plish this four things are requisite : 
First—H e wants a good plan, outlining 
that which is to be built. 
Second—If the plan does not include in 
its scope and purposes all the things for 
which it is to be erected aud used, it cannot 
be a good building. W hatever the design 
or purpose of the building the plan must 
contain and make plain. The plan for a 
hum an character is found in Jesus Christ. 
We m ust follow his teachings. In H im we 
have a perfect model, an ideal of perfect 
hum an character. 


HE IS THE BEST MODEL. 
You may search the annals of ancient 
and modern times for one like him , but 
you will search in vain. Just as near as 
we approach in our lives to Christ just so 
near do we come to perfection. The sonl’s 
m odel—that which answers to every desire 
and aspiration—is found in Christ. 
We 
m ust have good m aterial out of which to 
build, no m atter w hat the plan of the 
structure is. If the material consists of 
crumbling stones, rotten timbers, untem ­ 
pered mortar, the tiles full of holes, no 
m atter what skill may be employed in put­ 
ting it together the building will be un­ 
worthy. Only good m aterial will m ake a 
good building. The m aterial used in the 
construction of the soul is the deeds of the 
body. 
THE CHARACTER OF OCR ACTIONS 
Are produced by the motives that prompt 
them —supreme regard for God, or supreme 
regard for self. There are no other motives 
from which those acts can flow. 
The only 
material, therefore, from which character 
can be built is the deeds done in the body, 
which are supreme regard or love for God, 
or supreme regard for self. 
The third requisite is a good foundation 
upon which the building m ust rest. If you 
were going to build a house for me, I 
should ask you to be particular about the 
foundation. The ornam ental work, the in­ 
terior frescoing and decorating are all m at­ 
ters of after consideration—the foundation 
m ust receive your first and most careful at­ 
tention. 
The foundation of the hum an 
character is laid in Zion ; 
its stones are 
tried, its corner-stone precious, it is a stire 
foundation. 
Jesus Christ is the corner­ 
stone. Rear the superstructure upon it 
w ithout fear, for it is durable; 
it will 
stand for all tim e and eternity. The only 
hope of hum anity is Heaven ; not that pri­ 
m arily, but of 


A PREPARATION FOR HEAVEN, 
Of holiness, of a clean heart, of a pure 
heart. This hope can only be obtained 
through Jesus Christ. H e has made us a 
revelation of divine character of God’s 
goodness, and has lifted us up into the 
sunlight of God's favor. 
Fourth—Good and skillful workmanship 
m ust be exhibited in putting the material 
together. No m atter what is the condition 
of the foundation or the character of the 
material, if the latter is not put together 
properly it will not hold. 
We need wis­ 
dom to guide our efforts and direct our en­ 
ergies. The apostle I’aul was a master 
builder, because wisdom directed all liis 
energies, controlled all liis efforts. 
W hat 
is worth doing at all, is worth doing well. 
We need to work wisely, to the best ad­ 
vantage. if we wish to succeed in our ef­ 
forts and achieve the greatest am ount of 
good. 
A good plan, suitable material, sure 
foundation and 
superior 
workmanship 
make a good building. After awliiiecomes 
the testing time. The elements test the 
strength of the structure. 
The winds 
blow, (he rains descend, the floods come, 
singly and combined, and test the capabil­ 
ities of the building to resist 


THE PRESSURE FROM THE OUTSIDE. 
He remembered some years ago how the 
earth around San Francisco swayed to and 
fro like the pendulum of a clock, how its 
surface trembled like a tempest-tossed ship, 
and rolled like the waves of the ocean, tali 
steeples swayed to and fro. windows were 
crushed, walls broken asunder. The peo­ 
ple in the upper stories of the buildings 
thought only of the foundation; in that and 
that alone depended their safety. 
The 
builder who had taken time dug deep for 
their foundations, erected buildings of good 
material with superior workmanship, saw 
his building tested and pass successfully 
through the ordeal. Not so, however, with 
his neighbor, who had built upon the sand. 
The good man, the Christian, has his trials; 
he has to go through the fiery ordeal.

Then the building, if erected 
upon the sand, will fall and great will be 
the fall thereof.

P io n eers vs. A ltas—G reenhood & M orans 


S'S. H averlys. 
The weather yesterday was so delightful 
that it was not surprising that there was a 
great crowd at Agricultural Park to witness 
the ball game between the Pioneers and 
Altas. 
The attendance would doubtless 
have been larger if the street-car accommo­ 
dations had been greater. The Pioneers 
appeared on the diam ond with a very 
strong nine, including the famous Pitts­ 
burg battery, Morris and C arroll; 
Brown, 
the agile base-runner of the same club, 
and Charlie Sweeney, who has signed with 
the Pioneers for the" winter. This battery 
did savage work against the Haverlys a 
week ago, but it was not very severe upon 
the Aitas, Morris only striking out five of 
that nine, and three base hits being made 
off his pitching, while Borchers struck out 
six of the Pioneers, and two more “ fanned” 
but were not put out, m anaging to reach 
first base on errors, and the visiting club 
only secured one hit, which, as a m atter 
of fact, 
was not a hit, but a 
foul. 
Brown “ w afted” twice, and, though he 
tried hard, did not score a success. Swee­ 
ney was the bright, particular star of the 
San Francisco nine, holding down first base 
in a m anner tnat excited universal adm ira­ 
tion. The nine did some very pretty work 
as a whole, playing with only two errors. 
The Altas, if they had been in their usual 
form, would have made the visitors play 
stronger or suffer defeat. They made eight 
errors, each of wiiich cost a base. 
At first 
they appeared to be afraid of the celebrated 
battery, but that does not account for most 
of the errors, as there were some shocking 
“ muffs ” among them . A hem had an off 
day, and after a few innings went into left 
field, Fisher taking first base. Robertson 
hurt his hand, and Flint, from center field, 
changed with him .

They so overshadowed Gagus 
as kickers that the spectators thought he 
m ust be feeling bau, and some of them 
called to him sym pathetically;

don’t you take a kick, Gagus ? 
causing a 
broad and healthy sm ile to overspread his 
countenance. 
The game opened with the Altas at the 
bat. They were retired in one, two, three 
order, but retired their opponents in the 
same way. 
In the second inning the three 
Altas that came to the score were disposed 
of as their predecessors had been. Morris, 
for the Pioneers, got his base on balls, and, 
having got disabled, Carroll ran for him . 
Gagus struck to Borchers and was put out 
at the initial bag. 
Hayes hit to right field 
safely. Morris tallied. Buckley “ fanned,” 
b u t got to first, and reached second on 
B orchers’ overthrow , H ayes scoring. 
G ur- 
nett struck out. 
Pow ers sent his to third, 
w hose assist to first was m uffed, and B uck­ 
ley crossed th e plate, b u t Pow ers, trying to 
get to second, was stopped. 
W hen th e A ltas cam e u p for th e fourth 
in n in g M eagher's h it to second w as taken 
care of.% F isher drove a tw o-bagger to 
center field, and M cL aughlin followed w ith 
a h it to second, w ho fum bled it, and F isher 
got hom e, w hile M cLaughlin cleverly ad­ 
vanced to th e second station. 
N ew bert 
sent th e ball sh arp ly to short-stop, w ho 
headed him off at first, b u t M cLaughlin 
was able to add one, and th e last they 
scored, to th e A lta’s tally. 
R obertson was 
p u t out a t first. 
No m ore runs w ere m ade u n til th e sev­ 
enth inning, w hen the P ioneers gained 
three. 
B uckley h it safely to th e pitcher. 
G urnett and Pow ers w ere given bases on 
balls. 
B uckley tallied on a passed ball. 
Sw eeney sent a daisy-cutter in to left field, 
w hich the A ltas claim ed to be a foul, and 
A hern, acting as gardener there, refrained 
from picking it up for a second or tw o, d u r­ 
ing w hich tim e G urnett and Pow ers scored. 
T he Pioneers claim ed th a t it was a fair hit, 
and C arroll declared th at th e ball passed 
over th e th ird bag.

HARRY WILKES, THE EASTERN 
FLYER, VICTORIOUS. 


T he C alifo rn ia H orses S urpass th eir 
P revious E fforts—T he S tallion 
T rot—A she’s Stable. 


There was an immense concourse of peo­ 
ple at the Bay District Course, in San Fran­ 
cisco, on Saturday, to witness the great 
trotting event of the year—the contest be­ 
tween Harry Wilkes, Charlie Hilton 
(both Eastern horses), Guy Wilkes, Ante- 
yolo and Arab, the three latter being Cali­ 
fornia trotters, for a purse of $3,000. Fol­ 
lowing is the Cull's report of the boats: 
Between the heats of the stallion trot the 
curtain was run up on the sensation of the 
day. and the crowd wedged its way toward 
the stretch to get a view of the contestants. 
They answered the judge's bell promptly, 
and in a few minutes all five were taking 
the preliminary spin. Harry Wilkes looked 
to be well on edge: his eye was bright, his 
coat smooth, his ears erect and moving 
with an action that indicated that the 
nervous tension was about right. Guy 
Wilkes came next, sleek and quiet, but not 
going with that true and even stroke that 
proves him at his best. Antevolo was the 
third to jog past the stand with the Nestor 
of turf journalists in the seat behind him, 
and the beauty and perfect action of the 
colt made him the admired of all behold­ 
ers. Antevolo was at a disadvantage in the 
race. While on the way from Oakland 
yesterday morning he slipped and fell on a 
cable-car track, bruising him considerably, 
and when he started for the trot he had a 
swelled and sore bruise on both his near 
fore and hind legs. Yet he was in at the 
death and trotted a fast and game race. 
Arab looked to be in good health, but a 
perceptible lameness in iiis near hind foot 
augured ill for his chances. Hilton was 
regarded as outclassed in a field like the 
one of yesterday, but he seemed to be 
drawn too fine and lacking in energy. But 
little time was lost in preliminaries. Hil­ 
ton drew the pole, Arab second, Guy 
Wilkes third, Antevolo fourth and Harry 
Wilkes fifth. In the pools business was 
active, with Harry Wilkes a strong favor­ 
ite, at $100 to $50 for Guy, and $25 for the 
field. 
First heat—They got off with a good 
start on the first attempt, Hilton half a 
length behind. Arab and Antevolo were 
in the lead together at the turn, Harry 
Wilkes and Guy following close, with Hil­ 
ton last. Thus they went to the quarter in 
:’>5 seconds. On the back stretch Harry 
Wiikcs gave an indication of his speed by 
suddenly going past the leaders. Arab going 
to a break and falling off to the rear. At 
the half, in 1:0S, Harry was two lengths in 
front, and made another spurt that carried 
him to the three-quarters in 1:42$. He 
finished in a jog in the fast time of 2:151, 
Guy Wilkes second by two lengths, Ante­ 
rOlo third, Hilton fourth, Arab twenty 
yards behind. Guy was timed in 2:15.? and 
Antevolo in 2:16. ’ 
Second heat—Arab was withdrawn, and 
the evident ability of Harry Wilkes to trot 
in 2:12 or 2:13 had taken the edge off of the 
race somewhat, still there was some specu­ 
lation at Harry $100, Gay $25, field $10. At 
the start Harry was wavering, and when 
the bell struck he went into a bad break. 
He was pulled to the outside and almost to 
a stop. Guy led off with a skip, but a 
handy one, and was a length in front of 
Antevolo at the quarter in 35, Hilton third, 
Harrv fifty yards behind. The favorite was 
regarded as out of it as far as the heat was 
concerned. On the straight of the back- 
stretch, however, he got squared, and it 
was evident that Van Ness would try for 
the heat. At the half, in 1:00, he was still 
ten lengths behind the leader, but he came 
around the turn like a steam engine, and at 
the three-quarter mark, in 1:431, was on 
Guy’s wheel. From there home it was 
neck and neck between the two, Harry 
winning by a head in 2:161, Antevolo two 
lengths off, Hilton three lengths behind 
Harry, Wilkes trotting the last half in 
1:04?, which is the greatest public perform­ 
ance of his life. 
Third heat—Harry made a skip at the 
start which threw him back, and he was 
laid up. Guy led from wire to wire, reach­ 
ing the quarter in 35, the half in 1:09, 
thiee-quarters in 1:421, and the mile in 
2:16?. Harry finished second, Antevolo 
third, Hilton fourth. 
Fourth heat—Harry drew ahead from the 
start, and at the quarter in 35 was three 
lengths ahead of Guy,second, Antevolo third, 
Hiiton last. At the half, in 1:07?, Harry’s 
lead had increased to three lengths, Guy 
making a game struggle to contend with 
the almost limitless speed of his half 
brother. At the three-quarters, in 1:42i, 
the gap had lessened, and Harry finished 
two lengths in front of Guy in the fast time 
of 2:15. Notwithstanding the patent su­ 
periority of the winner, it was a great race. 
The time of the four heats has seldom been 
equaled, and the relative positions ol Guy 
Wilkes were such that, although beaten, 
no discredit will attach. Guy Wilkes trot­ 
ted the fourth heat as good as 2:154, and 
Antevolo was timed in 2:184. Harry 
Wilkes came to California with the reputa­ 
tion of being the greatest campaigner and 
“ money horse " on the turf, and his first 
appearance on a California track has added 
to his laurels. At the conclusion of the 
race Mr. Van Ness was presented with a 
huge bouquet, and the spectators signified 
their appreciation by rounds of applause 
and cheers.
